Passing to the regulations concerning the Executive depart- 
ment, we observe that the Australian Constitution has accepted 
the parliamentary, instead of the presidential, type of govern- 
ment. The Executive power is to be lodged in a Federal 
Council consisting of not more than seven members, every one of 


whom must be a member of one or the other House of the Fed- 


eral Parliament. The prine tical effect of this and other provis 


ions is to make the Executive re spons ble solely to a majority 
of the House of Repre sentatives. 

An unbiased student of the Australian Confederation will 
probably arrive at the conclusion that the attempt to combine 
parliamentary governinent with the federative principle is im- 
practicable. 


WHAT WILL BE DONE WITH THE NEW YORK 
CANALS P 

HE FACT THAT an outlay of $15,000,000, in addition 

to the $9,000,000 lately expended on the New York 
eanals, will be needed to complete even the relatively 

slight improvements now projected, is certain to bring the whole 
question of their canal system before the people of the State. 
They are alre ady paying a million dollars a year for the opera 
tion and maintenance of the canals, and, if the further appro 
priation of $15,000,000 should be authorized, the annual dis 
bursements for maintenance and interest on debt will not be less 
than two millions of dollars. The advocates of an improved 
canal system, however, do not stop here. They have brouyvlit 
forward two proposals: One of these is for a canal twelve feet 
deep extending from Lake Erie to the Hudson River, and suit 
able for barges of from 1,200 to 1,500 tons; the cost of this water 
way is computed at 850,000,000. The other proposal is for a ship 
eanal from twenty to thirty feet de ep, and, consequently, adapted 
to lake and ocean vessels of from 5,000 to 10,000 tons capacity. 
The cost of such a ship canal would be from S200,000,000° to 
$500,000,000. Now, if it were certain that a greatly enlarged 
and de ‘pened canal is needed in order to keep down the cost 


ol transportation from the interior to the seal 


voard, it is } robable 
that the people of the State might be prevailed upon to sane 
tion even the more expensive of the two undertakings named 
So vast a sum as $500,000,000 would be, comparatively, a smaller 
burden on the State’s resources to Chivy than was the cost of the 
original Erie Canal at the date of its construction. It is far 
from demonstrated, however, that the Erie Canal is any longer 
an indispensable alternative to the iron roads in the sense that, 
but for its competition, the charges for freight on railways would 
become insupportable. The truth is, as ex-Mayor Hewitt has

HE STORY OF THE GREAT STRIKES

HEN TIMES ARE GOOD men take hazards 
and become free with their money.

a business panic. Labor unions languish when 








workingmen are idle, 

At this conjuncture trusts and strikes indicate that 
the American peopl are busy and are making money. 
Capitalists are taking chances, Workingmen are gen- 
erous and kindly toward their unions. Labor knows 
that to strike on an advancing market is better than 
to strike when prices are tumbling and the supply of 
products promises to beat the demand for them. 

[here should have been no strike of street railroad 
men in Cleveland. There would have been no strike if 
times had been pad and if any consideraLle number of 
men had been looking for work. Moreover, there was 
a new union in Cleveland, When a man buys a horse 
he likes to go into the country, where the roads are not 
of stone, and try that horse’s speed and style. What 
could the new street railroad union do? The president 
and the walking delegate, new themselves in office and 
leadership, were contident and full of zeal. They saw 
the end clearly, and the end was to come quickly and 
was to be a triumph. 

Manhood is the wizard-word among labor unions. 
Have you manhood? And every member of the union 
answers that he has. Labor is likewise loyal to itself. 
Frequently labor is inexperienced or is unwisely led. 
An active, noisy and reckless minority generally per- 
suades a good-tempered majority. A vote to strike is 
open, whereas if it were secret there would be fewer 
strikes. The strike in Cleveland could have been pre- 
vented, But the union was new. What was its speed? 
Had it style? The president and the walking delegate 
were positive that it had both, 

New officers were chosen by the Cleveland Electric 
Railroad Company last January. New officers gener- 
ally means new methods, The rules of the railroad com- 
pany and the ordinances of the city require conductors 
to call the names of streets and to help women with 
children on and off tne ears. Conductors ignored the 
rules and ordinances, The new officers declared that 
conductors should keep their hands and faces clean, 
and straightway provided wash rooms for the men. 
Conductors were also instructed to stand erect on the 
rear platforms of their cars, when not engaged in col- 
lecting fares, and not to lounge against the railings or 
the doors, Moreover, greatcr speed was to be made, 
More men and more cars were to be employed, but 
crews that had been running six or seven round trips 




















a day were to run seven or eight trips in the same 
number of hours.

as well as those who operate street railroads, 

Thus the strike began to take form in Cleveland. 
Some of the men also complained of the so-called swing 
runs, which were a mixture of early and late hours, 
with considerable idleness during the middle of the 
day. The wages, two dollars for ten hours’ work, 
were satisfactory. Into this condition came the union 
organizer, The strike followed. 

From the outset it was seen that the strikers cared 
more for their union than for their grievances, Many 
of them had come to Cleveland from farms near by. As 
a class they were frugal, industrious and reliable, As 





unionists they were inexperienced, and consequently 
unusually zealous. ‘The union forever,’’ said they. 
The railroad company met their grievances promptly, 
but there was a fortnight of violence—of assaults upon 
non-union crews, of stoning cars, of destruction of 
property. Mobs filled the streets. The police looked 
on or turned their backs and walked away. But in the 
end the union was not ‘‘recognized.’’? Eighty per cent 
of the old men were given their old places. These, 
with new men who remained, were to operate the cars. 
The strikers were to be “loyal”’ to the company and 
to the non-union men, That was the wording of the 


agreement which all signed, 


The second strike came suddenly and swiftly. Oil 
and water do not blend. The new men stood to their 
places. Insults and boycotts couldn’t drive them from 
their employment. The old men asserted that the com 
pany had nullified the agreement. The company 
plied that the old men had failed to be **k 
was no dispute, however, as to the strike; it was « 





in earnest, although many unwilling men were in 
**Tlave you manhood?’’ they were asked, Tl ey had

The first strike taught us a lesson, ’’ said the pres 
dent and the walking delegate of the union, ‘This 
time our methods will be different.’? For two or three 
day s there was my sterious silence at the headquart« rs 
of the strikers. Mobs assembled in different parts of 
the city, tracks were obstructed and cars were stoned. 
Then the plan of battle of the strikers became known. 
The boycott was to be the weapon with which the war 
was to be fought. All workingmen who were mem 
bers of labor unions, their families and their friends, 
were to quit patronizing the street car company. Mer 
chants were requested to join in the boycott, In the 
meantime riding in the street cars was to be made un 
safe, This part of the plan of action was not officially 
or openly avowed, but it was one of the features of the 





campaign, 

‘*We believe that force can be applied in many in 
stances,’’ said the press committee of the strikers in an 
official bulletin to the people, ‘‘and that it is absolutely 
essential in the present case.’? This notification to the 
lawless was put out on Saturday, July 21. On the day 
following there were fierce riots in many parts of the 
city, and in the evening a car on Euclid Avenue, which 
was filled with men and women, was dynamited and 
nine persons were seriously injured. 

These outrages brought the climax, The strike went 
wholly from view. 1

AN ERUPTION OF MAUNA LOA 


Y THE STEAMER “UPOLU,”’ which reached 
B Honolulu July 12, news was received of the 
renewal of activity of the great volcano Mauna 
Loa, situated on the island of Hawaii, the southern- 
most of the Sandwich Island group, The eruption 
began early on the morning of July 4, and was pre- 
ceeded by violent explosions, Flames burst forth to a 
great height from the crater of Mokuawoewoe, illumi- 
nating the whole island, and forming a scene of superla- 
tive and indeseribable grandeur, This crater is situated 
at an elevation of about 8,000 feet, or 5,650 feet below 
the summit of Mauna Loa, On the next day the flow 
of Java made its appearance, following the path of 1887, 
and approaching in the direction of the voleano house, 
On either side of the flow, and about five miles distant, 
two fountains of lava threw immense volumes 2,000 
feet in the air, 

A second flow of lava is moving toward Hilo, and much 
alarm was felt in that locality as to the consequences, 
A resident for many years of the island of Hawaii states 
that the present eruption seems to be much more ex- 
tensive than either in 1868 or 1887, when the out- 
breaks were very violent aud destructive. It was in 
1887 that a river of lava flowed to the sea and fell in 
a great cataract over a cliff hundreds of feet in height. 
The excitement in the islands is intense, and all who 
can are making preparations for viewing the great 
phenomena, Advices are as yet meagre, though it is 
believed by experts that a great eruption is in progress. 


Violent earthquakes have been felt throughout the 


Pacitie of late, a certain indication of voleanic disturb- 
ance. The last steamer from the islands reports a very 
severe shock about five hundred miles east of Honolulu 
with a hot, sulphurous atmosphere, which continued 
for many hours.
